Take Town Defended By Germ 
Fight Way Through Mortar Fire; 
‘Battle Stubborn Rearguard Action

WITH CANADIANS IN ITALY 
(Delayed, CP) — Under the 
heaviest -artillery barrage laid 
down on their front in Itafy, | 
Canadian infantry today (Oct. 5) | 
swept up a valley and around a 
town stubbornly | defended by 
German rearguards. 


Eventually the Canadians took 
the town, 


+ German troops believed to be 


parachutists and possibly ele- 
ments of an armored unit held 
the ground dominating both the 
hilltop, a ridge high on the north | 
side of the deep valley, and the 
town itself. Their mortars played 
on roads up which the Canadians | 
were approaching the town. 

The Canadians occupied the 
town Sunday, Oct. 3, under con- 
stant fire from _ well-concealed 
enemy positions. By midafter- 
noon Canadian ‘infantrymen at- 
tacked the area behind a thick 
concentration of artillery fire, | 
pushing across muddy hills while 
their big guns battered the slopes 
leading to the town, 


The*wyeck_ was made across 
country, avoiding the exposed 
gravel highway-and in addition 
to the artillery, which was rem- 
iniscent of the great landing bar- 
rage the Canadians had at Reg- 
gio Calabria, there was also sup- 
port from fighter-bombers, 

Canadian gunners dug posi- 
‘ions for their. 25-pounders and 
long-barrelled medium. guns 
which were dragged up behind 
a ridge over which they threw 
shells at the Germans. 

Long lines of ammunition lor- 
ries rolled up and down a bumpy 
road during the morning. Shell 
cases were stacked high in prep- 
aration for the shooting.

THE REAL MYSTERY : - 
| I WERE in Mr. Stalin's place—which, at 

the moment, seerns a somewhat unlikely 
development—I would laugh myself to sleep 
every night at American journalists who 
keep referring to Russia as the great mys- 
tery of these times, the doubtful factor, the 
universal question mark. For, of course, the 
great mystery, doubt and question. mark 
of the times is the United States. Stalin's 
real trouble is that he does not know and 
cannot know what the Americans are going 
to do after the war. 

The action of the United States Senate 
in holding up the Fulbright resolution al- 
ready passed by the House of Representa- 
tives must have made Mr. Stalin more doubt- 
ful than ever, The lower House of. Con- 
gress has solemnly resolved on interna- 
tional co-operation after the -war in lan- 
guage general but nevertheless clear be 
yond possibility of misunderstanding. But 
the Senate hesitates, pigeonholes the lower 
House’s resolution and decides to take its 
jtime. And it is the Senate, not the lower 
House, which makes American foreign policy, 
which must approve all treaties by a two- 
thirds majority, which wrecked the League 
of Nations and which will largely determine 
ithe future of the United. States ‘and the 
| democratic world 

The fate of all of us lies with a handful 
of U.S, Senators who, up to now, have not
